ORDER 

New Delhi, the 9th June 1959 

G.S.R. 676.—In exercise of the powers conferred b.v section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), and in supersession of the Order published 
with the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Food and 
Agriculture (Department of Food) No. G.S.R. 114 dated 24th January, 1969, the 
Central Government hereby makes the following Order, namely;— 

1. Short title, application and commencement.—(1) This Order may be called 
Rice and Paddy (Andhra Pradesh) Second Price Control Order, 1959. 

(2) It applies to the districts of Krishna, West Gddavari, East Godavari, 
Guntur, Warrangal, Nizamabad, Chittoor, Srikakulam and Nellore in the State 
of Andhra Ph'adesh. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions.—In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires:— 

(a) “f or. price” includes the cost of gunnies used for packing and also the 

charges for weighing, packing, marking, transporting to rail-head, 
loading in rail wagons and all other .services incidental to, and up to 
the stage of, such loading; 

(b) “ex-godown price” includes the cost of gumiies used for packing and 

also the ch.arges for weighing, packing, marking, loading in the carts, 
lorrie.s or other means of transport provided by the buyer at the 
godown and all other services incidental to, and up to the stage of, 
such loading; 

(c) “sale in wholesale quantities” means sale in quantities exceeding 10 

maunds in any one transaction. 

3. Maximum prices at which paddy may be sold.—The maximum prices at 
which the varieties of padclv .speeded in column (1) of the Schedule to this Order 
may be .sold in wholesale qu mtities in the district.^ to which this Order applies 
shall be as specified in the corresponding entries in column (2) of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Maximum prices at which rice may he sold,—The maximum ex-godown 
and f.o.r. prices at which the varieties of rice specified In column (1) of the 
Schedule to this Order may be sold in wholesale quantities in the districts to 
which this Order applie.s shall be respectively as specified in the corresponding 
entries in columns 3) and (4) of the said Schedule,

For paddy sold loose, the maxi¬ 
mum prices shall ho Re. 0'67 per maund less than the prices specified for bagged

Fair Average Quality specifications of Andhra rice and cuts in maximum 
ex-godown and f.o.r. prices for excessive admixtures. 

The Fair Average Quality rice shall be adequately polished, in sound, merchan¬ 
table condition, sweet, dryi clean, wholesome, of good food value and free from 
mould, vfeevils, smell, discolouration, admixture of deleterious substances and 
all impurities except to the extent indicated in the Table below. Where the free 
tolerance limits are exceeded cuts shall apply as indicated in column (4):
